This  week,  Los  Angeles  City  Council  President  Herb 
J.  Wesson  announced  committee  assignments  for 
the  2015-2016  fiscal  year.  Committee  appointments 
are  effective  immediately  and  can  be  found  here. 


On  Tuesday,  CCA  testified  before 
the  Planning  & Land  Use 
Management  Committee  about 
the  latest  proposal  for  a citywide 
sign  ordinance.  The  proposal 
would  require  all  proposed  sign 
districts,  even  those  that  have 
been  in  the  queue  for  years 
awaiting  the  approval  of  a new 
ordinance,  to  more  stringent  sign 
reduction  and  community  benefit 
requirements.  We  recommended 
that  the  grandfathered  sign 
districts  be  allowed  to  comply  with 
the  sign  reduction  and  community 
benefits  provisions  of  the  existing 
ordinance  - which  governed  the 
establishment  of  sign  districts 
when  the  grandfathered  sign 
districts  were  initiated  or  applied 
for.  The  committee  instructed  City 
Planning  to  make  this  change.
